Bee-keeping Statistics for the Season 1901. 

The inquiries made in the preceding fifteen years relative to 
the extent to which bee-keeping is followed in Ireland, and t e 
degree of success attained in this special branch of rural economy , 
were repeated last year with reference to the season ot 190 ■ an 
the results will he found set forth in Table VII. on pages 42- • 

In 1890, at the request of the Irish Bee-keepers’ Association the 
form previously used for collecting information on the sn jec 
was varied in some respects, and additional details were obtarne 
According to the Returns received, the quantity of honey pro 
duced in 1901 was nearly double the average quantity lor the 
preceding ten years. It was 15 '2 per cent, above the quanta y 
for the year 1900, the returns for which showed an increase 
of 16'4 per cent, as compared with the quantity in 1899' 

The quantity of honey produced, according to the Returns, was 
718,218 lbs. ; of this 188,335 lbs. were produced in the province 
of Leinster; 208,057 lbs. in Munster; 19^,757 lbs. m Ulster; 
and 124,069 in Connaught. Of the 718,218 lbs., _ 462 063 lbs_ 
were produced “ in Hives having Movable Combs, and Z00400 
lbs. “ in other Hives.” It was stated that 298,185 lbs. was Kun 
Honey,” and 420,033 lbs. “ Section Honey.”
